V. Of Aftrelogy, what ut is. 


A Strology is that Art which teacheth us| 
the Influences and Effect of the Celeſti- 
al Planets upon the Bodies of Men, Women 
and Children, which by their Various Af- 
peas, Poſitions, and Configurations, do fore- 
ſhew the Changes and Mutations both of 
Particular Bodies, and alfo of Kingdoms 
and States. 
Some would confound Aſtrology and 
Aſtronomy together, which are in truth dis. 


ferent things : And both have their pecult- 
ar 
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The ſixth is 5 Merenry, whoſe Nature is 
cold and dry, variable ; he is ſituated very 
near the Sun, and is rarely ſeen : He makes 
his Revolution in the ſame time as the Sun 
and YVorus, 

The ſeventh is Þ Lama, or the Moon; 
which is the laſt or loweft ; and whoſe 'Na- 
ture is cold and moiſt; every one knows ſhes 
is of a pal- Colour; and ſhe maketh her 
Revolution in twenty ſeven Days and eight 
Hours. 

Having thus giving you a brief Account 
of the Names and Natures of the ſeven Pla- 
rets, T ſhall here add an Account ofthe five-

| Ho? there be ſeven Planets (as we have 
| before ſhewed) yet the Sun and Moon 
being the two great Luminaries of the 
World, have greater Influence upon our 
Bodies than all the reſt ; and the Sun ſhi- 
| ning by kis own Light, and being the Foun- 
| tain both of Light and Life, has greater 
Power than the Moon, and his Influence is 
more in any of the twelve Houſes ; I ſhall 
therefore here, becanſe I affect Brevity, give 
the Reader an Aſtrological Judgment of the 
Sun's Power and [nfluence, being in any of 
| the twelve Houſes: After I have firſt ac- 
| quainted my Reader what a Houſe is, and 
liznifics in Altrology : | 
A Houſe is a certain Space in the Firma- 
ment, which is parted or ſeparated by ſeve- 
ral Degrees, by which the Planets have + 
their Motion, Metaphorically called Hou- 
'F ſes; for as in a Houſe there. be many Man- 
| ſions; ſoevery Planet has a peculiar or pro- 
per place:in the Firmament, by which it 
moves, and in which it is reſident, contain- 
ing 
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ing thirty Degrees, by which one Houſe is 
diffterenced from anotlier; and thele are pla-

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Of the Rainbow, 


The Rain-bow is that Bow which the Almighty 
was plealed to place in the Firmament, as a I oken 
to Noah that he would drown the Earth no more: 
Bat as to the nataral Canſe of it, it 15 cauſed by 
the Sun-beams itriking upon a hollow Cloud, 
when its Edge is repelled and driven back againſt 
the Snn; and thus ariſeth variety of Colours by 
the mixing of Clouds, Air, and fiery Light to ge- 
ther ; therefore it is ſeen in Oppolinon to the 
Sun, for the moſt part in an Evening. 


Of Rain. 

The Ancients deſcribe Rain to be a cold and
